Spartan coclology. 


Every student of history knows that 


the Spartana worshiped tho beautiful 
and the useful, and that they took tho 
means to get them. Bodily perfection 
and mental activity were attained by 
well appointed exercise and healthy pa- 
rents.. The sickly and the constitutionally 
diseased were not allowed to marry; the 
healthy were punished if they did not 
marry. Men that were unmarried after 
a certain age were excluded from the 
society of women, and once a year were 
exhibited in public as a warning toother 
and younger men. Young men and 
young women were not allowed to marry 
before they had attained maturity or cut 
loose from parental leading strings. This 
Spartan system, which wa« purely for 
the welfare of the state, was in force for 
500 years, and no braver nor stronger 
men, no more healthy nor more beauti 
ful women, were ever seen than in ok 
Sparta. Few would wish to see Spartan 
ism revived in these days, but we may 
learn some valuable lessons from that 
ancient state. 


We may also learn something from 


our newly born sister republic, Brazil 
where there is a remarkable and self im 
posed family custom in regard to mar 
riages in the higher classes. The man 
about to marry ia required to furnish a 


-•• rtificate from one or more physicians 
\Jat he is free from diseases of a certaii 
class, and that he is free also from al 
signs of any of the diseases that are 
transmissible to the offspring, and fur 
ther than this, the physicians must tes- 
tify that so far as they can learn there ia 
no reason to believe that the marriag 
will be otherwise than in accord wit 
sanitary laws. We, as a people, an 
taking more interest in the proper land* 
of physical culture than before. Our 
women are coming to know that thq 
can dress just as well without distortin 
their bodies and imperiling their health. 
But the day of the truly sanitary mar 
riage is a long way off. Meanwhile i 
great many people are getting mania 
that should remajn single.—Chicag 
Herald.

A Terrible Tale Brought Out at an In- 


quest. 


PETERBOBO, Ont, Jan. 6.—A terrible 


tale ol brutality was brought to light at 
the inquest, Saturday, on the body of 
Mrs. Eliza Holbrook, wife of James E.

Lord Randolph Churchill is 
evidently counting on this fact in hi> 
attempt to commit the Conservative can- 
didate in London to a position on the

Liberals. On the other hand, however, 
there is quite a strong party in the 
working class who are tfraid of the 
eight-hour system, because they foar it 
will involve reduction of pay. Pitifully 
enough, men can bo found who aro 
working an average of sixty-eight hours 
a week, who yet protest against 
-o- 


posal to lessen their period of 
,,r1c. 


They can hardly bo blamed, however, 
for their fears, sinco disinterested ami 
learned political economists are by no 
means agreed as to what effect n com- 
pulsory eight-hour law would have upon 
wages. At all events Mr. John Hums 
has, within a few days, intimidated tc 
tho Liberal leaders that tho Tories aro 
ready to concede, all that the Socialists 
demand on this point.
